The greatest archeological find ever made: 
in China, says 2 Peking news agency, has ' 
just been unearthed in & mound marking 
the grave of a member of the royal family - 
of the old .fendal state.,of Cheng,..within 
the, walls of Hsincheng Hsien, Honan. 
‘The contents are thus described by Mr. 
Carl W. Bishop and Mr: Wentey of the 
Freer Gallery of the Smithsonian Tnstitu- 
tion of Washington, who went.down to 
view the work at the request. of General 
Wu Pei Fuy ‘vhose soldiers are doing the 
excavating. Most of the specimens hayo 
been removed and. are now at Cheng- 


i chow, 


This-mound was discovered by, a man 
digging a: well and. there has. been taken 
ont cloge,to one hundred pieces of bronze, 
some of which is covered’ with gold and
